It is the most famous Bible in cx- 
istaiice, and something like a century or 
more ago the Hebrews of f^rance, .Spain and 
It.dy oliered for the book its weight in gold, 
l lie Bible is in original Hebrew munuscript, 
and the exact time when it was written has 
never been satisfactorily determined. It 
eanie into the possession of the congregation 
founded by PopeJ Gregory XV. some 300 
yeara ago. 

ITlIiY CDTTrNQ DOWN llKlt E.v;i'KN.Sli.S. 

While Gernmny, Austria and France ure 
increiising their battalions, Italy is prepar- 
ing to cut .lowii her niiliiai-y establishment 
in ohe.lience to tile dictates of. an empty 
treasury and overtaxed population. Minis- 
ter Crispi is the first European premier to 
take even a step toward disarmament, and 
it is suggested that the motive in his case is 
ratlier to placate the growing popular dis- 
content and win parliament to his side in 
other and vital measures pending' and ^ in 
view, than to show a good example 
to Europe. The relations between 
the Pontiff and the Italiati Govern- 
ment , are ' so bitter that there 
is some talk of the Pope retiring to the 
Tyrol, where the population is intensedy 
Catholic and animated with mediaeval de- 
votion to tho holy see. There is, however, 
no niif.v.-.rd sign that Pope Leo has any in- 
tention of leaving the Vatican. 

llUS.Sl.l STIiK.N'dTUKNl.NU HER FORTS. 

Russia appears to bo a great menace to 
the European peace, and the menace is in 
the direction of Austria and Bulgaria, as 
well as .-\sia. The sapper and miner com- 
panies of the Baltic and Baltic sea coasts 
aie being formed into fortress companies to 
garrison Cronstadt, Sebastapol and otiier 
strongholds ' whose names bring bii<;k 
memories ;.pf. the Crimean war. The 
.Servians- are-::very aggressive both to- 
w-,-.rd Bosnia and Bulgaria, and the 
president of the Servian cabinet declares 
tliat Russia will staii.l by .Servia iu tlie 
event of a war, which lier conduct Heciiis 
calculated to provoke. 

PA.SSrORT UEOL'LATIONS IN RUSSIA. 

The most stringent rules are being put in 
force as to the passport regulations and resi- 
dence of foreignei H in the Russian empire, 

and these rules seem to be chiefly aimed at 
Austrian subjects. Strant'eis entering Pua- 
sia must have pa.isports stating to which re- 
ligioi they belong, otherwise they are liiildc 
to be treated as Jews and their passes stuiiipeil 
as available only for those localities in 
wdiich Jews are permitted to reside. For- 
eigners who have sojourneii more tlian a 
fortnight in Russia must before leavincthe 
empire travel travel to the chief town of 
the province whore they have been residing 
in order to have their i)naaport.s indorseil liy 
tho provincial governor, and the stranger 
who wishes lo .setlle fm- more tliaii 
months in Kiis.sia, must obtain a ministerial 
permit, and if he ihsires to tian.-acl 
any Inisiness in the muntry lie must 
pa-i' II yearly tax of (iOU roubles.
